When we entered the W orld W ar, 
the film had rather fully traversed 
the country.

T hat was 
when 
great sorrow at Lincoln’s assassina­ 
tion u as expressed by Dr. Cameron, 
a Southern leader of the old order. 
This sorrow was aeeomimnied by the 
prediction that, by this 
event, 
was 
ushered in the South’s darkest day. 
As a m atter of fact, whatever the lu 
ter attitude toward Lincoln, and un­ 
derstanding of his plan» for the South, 
at that time of heat aud passion the 
sentiment of the South was almost 
universally a feeling of joy th at he 
was out of the way. 
This particular 
ex-Confederate expressed it by say­ 
ing, “When I heard it, I shouted." 
The school histories of this 
day, 
even thoee written by Southern w ri­ 
ters, largely steer away from heat and 
prejudice In the presentation of the 
Civil W ar, and Reconstruction. 
That 
Is no doubt well. 
Most of the chil­ 
dren in the schools now are three gen­ 
erations from the sixties and their 
happenings, and those times seem as 
remote to them, almost as the Revolu­ 
tion. 
So the facts are given rather 
technically, based on constitutionality, 
on laws enacted, and far reaching re­ 
sults attained. 
But to those few re­ 
maining brave hearts who lived the 
scenes portrayed in The B irth of a 
Nation, there Is a sense of satisfac­ 
tion, that iu this vivid form h a t been 
presented to the young people of to- j 
day, those romantic, heroic, and also 
terrible days of Southern Iteconstruc- ¡ 
ttoo.
